lumber yard wa* ablaze. /The fire oon- 
tumad to extend, defying all efforts of 
the firemen. The lumber yards of Pot- 
ter, Birdcall ft Go., and C. O. King ft 
Co., were also consumed. Th« Variety 
Ironworks were destroyed.

candle factory was burned and part of 
Sherwin, 
Williams ft Co.'s vanish 


works. 


At 10 o'clock yesterday the conflagra- 


tion -threatened to become still more 
extensive. 
About ten acres of lumber 


and frame buildings were aflame at one 
time, and huge clouds of smoke, thickly 
studded with blazing cinders, were blown 
by the changing wind for miles, causing 
intense excitement lest the myriads of 
sparks should kindle fires in every direc- 
tion, and perhaps lay waste »large part 
of the city. 


At 730 the flre was confined to an area 


of 200 feet square, and in the midst of 
this the flames were savagely burning 
and tending oat myriads of sparks and 
light pine torches. Slowly the nre gain- 
ed on the firemen, the sparks being car- 
ried over their heads by the wind, which 
had begun to rise. A spark would set 
flre to a small spot in the center of a pile 
of lumber, but, because of the heighth 
and fierceness of the flames, nothing 
could be done until the flameshadreacl 
ed the end of a pile, when a stream 
would be directed that way. 
The lance 


or alleys were so narrow that it was im 
possible to get a stream placing on any 
but the edges of the different sections o 
the lumber. 


The spot where the flre'started was 


built of green lumber from the Michigan 
pine woods and, though it would not be 
expected to burn well, the heat wag so 
intense that the element contained be 
yond the power of 'the department to 
control.

By $ o'clock it was in aUeysNoe. 3 and 


4, and as the area of burning wood be- 
came larger the men were forced to 
spread ont and lees effective work could 
be done. - At this time some of the fire- 
men were in alleys almost completely 
snraonnded by fire, and, to keep from 
burning, a stream of water was directed 
against them. 
Nearly every man was 


thus wet down, and only thus could they 
secure comfort 
: ., 


At 8-30 o'clock Carter street became 


impassable. 
The heat prevented any 


one from going' by the buildings, and 
only in some places oonld the firemen 
stand. 
The owners of the Variety Iron 


Works had been on the roof of their 
large brick building for a half hour past 
throwing water and guarding it, in hopes 
that 'the flre might be kept in bounds. 
They succeeded in putting ont theflames 
in several places which had caught from 
sparks. Until the region of their build- 
ing became red hot they were successful 
in their object, but at 8 o'clock the lum- 
ber in the yard of C. G. King caught 
fire from the east end of Woods, Fer- 
ry & Co.'s yards, and soon the 4,000,- 
000 feet in that yard were' in a partial 
blaze. The heat along that side o! Cen- 
tral way soon became too intense for 
comfort and despite the brisk west wind 
whioh had sprung up the flames crept 
up in a southerly direction and very 
quickly reached thestreet. The Variety 
Iron works now caught on the roof, but 
these flames were subdued after a short 
fight. At the same time ft wooden build- 
ing, n good sized 'shed belonging to 
Woods, Parry A; Co., also caught on the 
front side from the heat of the birrning 
lumber just opposite, and attention won 
directed to that. Then tho firemen were 
called to the Iron works building and at 
9 o'clock both of these buildings were 
burning afld the fire was under such 
headway that the engines which could bo 
kept in the street were unable to cope 
with it

Much cause of delay was found in

AFTER' THE BLAZE. 


, Sept 8.—The scene of 


last night's conflagration presents a deso- 
late appearance to-day. The flre covered 
an area entending from Scranton avenue 
and the Bee Line track on the east and 
west and from the river to Girord street 
north and south! It embraced a triangle 
the base of which runs from east to west 
1,100 feet, the twosides extending south- 
erly and nearly meeting at. a distance of 
1,400 feet. The alarm was given from 
box 23 at 6:57 p. m., by Frank Stephen, 
a watchman in the employ of the variety 
concert, and simultaneously box 13 was 
ringing. ;The flre had obtained consid- 
erable headway and seemed to be in the 
centre of wood and coal yards. Engines 
one and eight and truck one responded 
totheflrstalarm. At 7:02 Chief Dickinson 
made a call for assistance and engines 
3, 4,6 and 7 and truck 3 were sent out. 
More help was called for- by the chief 
mud engines 5, 9,12 and 13 were sent 
ont with a rush. 
Still the department 


could not cope with the flames and en- 
gines 10 and 11 and truck 4 were sent 
out, leaving the remainder of the city 
without protection. 
Even the hist re- 


serve engine was put iu servile and at 
8:38 the chief ordered the operator at 
headquarters to telegraph neighboring 
cities for help. 
The order was imniedi- 


atWy complied with, and Elyria, Erie, 
Sandnsky City, Tonngstown and Dela- 
ware responded.
